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FOREWORD 


The Centennial Commission is gratified to distribute this 
Final report on Community Improvement Seminar "66, held in Ottawa 
last April 22nd. 

The first national seminar on Community Improvement held in 
June 1965 produced many ideas and proposals for beautifying Canada. 
Significantly, it revealed a latent desire for some form of nation-wide 
program which would give leadership and guidance, supply information 
and provide national co-ordination on the subject of community improve- 
ment. As a result of this interest, the Centennial Commission adopted 
the Community Improvement Program as a national project aimed at making 
Canada more attractive for 1967 and in the years ahead. 

As a Centennial project the Community Improvement Program has 
made good progress since the first seminar. However it was clear by 
late 1965 that the program would not move from the developmental stage 
into implementation until an effective “Call to Action” had been sounded 
across the country. Seminar '66 was convened for that purpose. 

Almost 300 delegates from all regions of Canada, representing 
Provincial Governments, Municipalities, professional associations, 
business organizations and citizen committees attended Seminar ’66. The 
Seminar proved to be one of the most successful conferences ever held by 
the Commission. 

The response from the delegates is encouraging and points up 
the significant fact that Community Improvement is a Centennial Program 
which, potentially, could involve nearly all Canadians. It is evident 


that this Centennial Program is already receiving active support across 
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the country and the results flowing from the many improvement projects 
will make a lasting contribution to the face of Canada. 

As the reports that follow will demonstrate, the National 
Community Improvement Program is gathering impetus through its close 
relationship with the provincial Centennial Committees which are 
responsible for the action level. Cooperation between the federal 
agency and the provinces has been most effective. The Centennial 
Commission recognizes the importance of this Program as one that can 
make a lasting contribution to the whole of Canada. We hope you will 


continue to support it.

| am honoured to greet you here, as you come once again to 
meet with representatives of the Centennial Commission and with 
government officials directly involved in the plans for beautification 
and improvement of the face of our country. 


Votre présence a tous, a titre d’experts de tous les secteurs 
d’activités humaines, rehausse non seulement la cause du centenaire de 
la Confédération, mais le concept méme d’un Canada biculturel. 


The main question, when you first assembled here last June, was 
not whether you, the professionals of the private sector, could do on your 
own the job we are joined together to discuss. It was already taken for 
granted, even then, that no effort at making Canada more beautiful could 
be so restrictive. Nor was the question whether government alone could 
do it, through whatever plans its ingenuity and financial resources 
could muster. For it was also taken for granted that government could 
not do the job alone. 


What, then, were your conclusions last year? 
~ 
From the outset, rather, the task last June was to decide how 
government and the private sector could best work together towards this 
common objective. Team work was the keynote. Private enterprise would 
bring forth the ideas and the effort necessary for the task, and 
government, at various levels, would co-ordinate these efforts. 


Private enterprise would supply the talent, the human resources, 
the ingenuity which characterizes progress in a free enterprise democracy. 
Government would supply the incentive, the stimulus, the focal point 
around which all efforts could be co-ordinated. 


_ That focal point, for the immediate future, was to be the 
Centennial Year. 
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The Centennial Commission has been hammering all along on the 
theme that the success of the 1967 celebration depends not only on the 
government, not only on efforts of the private sector, not only of 
combined action from both, but on active individual participation in 
Centennial celebrations. 


_. In this endeavour, we have been favoured with the counselling, 
the guidance and the skills of many among you. 


We have also reached down to the grass roots, and, as a 
testimony to national and local pride, in thousands of communities the 
Financial support of local people has exceeded the money which the Federal 
Government and the Provinces have made available for building programs. 


Thus, it can be done: the participation of Canadians everywhere 
can be secured, even ensured, if there is proper motivation to that 
participation.

Consider now that our program of building works of a durable 
nature throughout Canada for the Centennial its a program of construction. 


We are building a program of beautification. The Centennial 
Year, however, requires more than a program of construction. It also 
requires a vast program of destruction, for if we are building new 
beautiful things in Canada to mark our anniversary, we also have to destroy 
many ugly things and remove much of the mess that exists. 
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Be it through sheer avarice, slovenliness or mere indifference, 
whatever the cause, everywhere we go, we find untidy streets, drab 
houses, unkept parks, ugly agglomerations in our cities--crooked barns 
and dilapidated farm buildings in the country--eyesores and downright 
dangerous traffic hazards on the highways--even our national parks are 
not immune to the marks of neglect, if not of desecration. 


Everywhere we go in Canada, amid the beauty, there is 
unfortunately ugliness;and, what is even worse, some of it is caused 
consciously by promoters of new buildings and new undertakings. 


The physical appearance of a nation is a witness to the 
generations to come, of what life that nation has led; it is the heritage 
a nation leaves behind. 


Even if we are preparing to erect beautiful structures for 1967, 
can we forget the ugliness which is rampant everywhere in our everyday 
surroundings and which need not be there? 


Still, these isolated efforts at beautification do prove that 
something can be done. 


What is to be done? The program is two-fold. 


First, we must build new things in Canada to improve the face 
of our land for the Centennial Year and foryears to come: then we must 
have long-range programs so that it will be impossible in the future to 
again create the situation we are facing now--that of being obliged to 
destroy ugliness at the same time we are building beauty. 


But before all this can become part of the enhancement of the 
face of Canada, we must eliminate that ugliness which can invalidate al| 


our efforts. It can nullify the efforts of the Centennial Year and those 
of the future towards making Canada an even more beautiful land than ever 
before. 


We have secured, we like to think, the interest and enthusiasm 
of Canadians at the grass roots in our work of building local projects 
of a permanent and significant nature. 


Public opinion must, also be aroused to the need for rehabili- 
tation, the need for eradication of blight, with what is called the 
brutalism of the machine, of what is called progress, which is often an 
euphemism used by profiteers to make money. We must awaken the people 
at large to the consciousness that if much of the ugliness apparent in 
this country is due to that brutalism, much of it is also due to sheer 
apathy and indifference, 
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ouaelel We must convince all Canadians that the future of the land 
is in their own hands now, and that the best efforts of people like 
you assembled here can be nullified unless everyone is encouraged to 
take an interest and become militant in the preservation of what is 
beautiful, and take offense at what may mar that beauty. But that is 
a long-term basis. For the immediate future there is something to be 
done now and this is why you came here a year ago, and why you have 
come back today. 


, What we must do is to persuade our fellow Canadians that it 
is not enough for us to be working on!y on immediate Centennial 
planning. We must persuade every Canadian that besides the new beauty 
being fashioned for 1967, besides the future urban and rural planning, 
there is a job for practically all of us, all through Canada. 


_That job is to clean up, paint up, repair, remodel, rid the 
countryside of its eyesores and the city of its blights, house by house, 
street by street, farm by farm, and highway by highway. 


This calls for individual efforts from all of us, in our small 
way. Many of us have already started on this task on an individual 
basis. Many communities have done so on a group basis. But so much, 
so much remains to be done. 


Ladies and gentlemen, you have the full support and the ful 
resources of the government of Canada. We have been assured of the 
full support of the provincial and territorial governments. We, in 
turn, depend on you so that we may all join, with other Canadians, to 
make Canada more attractive and a better place for all of us. 
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TEXT, OF 
JOHN FISHER’S ADDRESS 
AT THE COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENT SEMINAR 
HELD AT THE CHATEAU LAURIER HOTEL, 
APRNs 22,6 1966. 


Canada’s Secretary of State has eloquently defined the issues 
in the war on ugliness and it must be a matter for solid satisfaction-- 
particularly for those of you who have pioneered in this cause, often 
lonely voices in the wilderness--that the Federal government has 
recognized this problem as one of vital national concern. Like so many 
of our national problems, it must be solved by the hard-working 
co-operation of federal, provincial and municipal authorities with the 
kind of professional and industrial associations and other groups 
represented here today. 


Like all “wars”, our war on ugliness will be won by the 
individual citizen who meets the enemy directly. Our citizen “soldier” 
is the man on the street--your street, my street, every Canadian street. 
But is is from this group he will get his leadership and direction, his 
plan and his ammunition. 


Looking out at you today, | experience a new wave of confidence 
in the success of our enterprise. Many of you | know personally, others 
| know only by reputation. We are on the brink of a major breakthrough 
in the war on ugliness because there is a new sense of urgency. It is 
an exciting experience to be part of this campaign. 


| do know that for knowledge of our problems, dedication to our 
objectives, for ability and responsibility, you have the essentials to 
offer the required leadership in our encounter. 


You will need every ounce of knowledge, concern, ability and 
responsibility you can muster. We are going to clean up Canada-- and 
it’s a big job. 


| have spent many years of my life extolling the beauties of 
Canada, and while | have a normal dislike of dirt and clutter, it wasn’t 
until the Centennial! Commission began serious work on its Community 
Improvement and Beautification program that | came to the sudden, sad 
realization that Canadians, at a frighteningly increasing rate, are 
despoiling this superb environment we inherited from nature, 


isn’t it astonishing that a few million people over a period of 
a hundred years could take a country the size of Canada and make so much 
that is hideous to the eye? We cannot blame our ancestors for this. 
The ciuttered mess in and around our cities, along our roadsides and on 
our farmsteads was not inherited. We, especially over the past 50 years, 
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have made it this way. The increase in ugliness is accelerating at 
such a rate that immediate counteraction is required if we are to 
achieve success. - 


} Although there are isolated examples across Canada of excellent 
community tmprovements, this is not usually the result of our growth and 
expansion. We have overhead wiring, underbred apartments. We have slums 
in the cities and sagging sheds in the countryside. We have fences that 
need paint, houses that need paint, barns that need paint. We may even 
have paint that needs paint. We have litter in areas which should be 
clear, and barren ground which should. be blossoming. We have air 
pollution and water pollution. We have industrial dirt, construction dirt, 
just plain dirt--and garbage dumps. 


The apologists offer endless explanations for this junky aspect 
of our surroundings. We were a pioneer people in a new land, they say, 
and had to build cheaply and quickly with primitive tools and materials. 
We’ve had wars and depressions and a population explosion, they say, and 
we must understand the problems. Many of these explanations had some 
validity for one or another era in Canada’s history--but in the affluent 
society of today, there can be no valid excuse for allowing this spoiling 
trend to continue into the second century of Canadian Confederation, or 
for our failure to clean up the mess that already exists. 


No second class surroundings for our second century. This 
applies from the smallest community to the largest city. 


You specialists use the expression “total environment” when you 
speak of these problems, and it is the objective of this vitally important 
Centennial program to bring about a massive improvement in the total 
environment of all Canadians, and this is the task in which we beg your 
help. 


For the 99 per cent of Canadians who are not specialists in 
this field--and who must do the work of creating a better environment 
in our nation--let me attempt an amateur’s definition of total 
environment. Total environment, it seems to me, is everything we see 
around us. It is the view from the window of your home, or your office 
or your store, what you see from your car as you drive through the 
countryside, or as you walk down the street. 


We are committed to fight ugliness and the first requirement 
is that we should be able to recognize our enemy. Your basic problem 
is to bring to every Canadian an awareness of the ugliness around him- 
-the ugliness which may well engulf him if we--and he--fail in this 


project. 
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Let us, wherever we are, really look at our surroundings. 
Let us ask every Canadian to take a hard, analytical and critical 
look out his window--and you may have to lead him to the window. Let 
us ask every Canadian to take inventory of what he sees from his window. 
He might use three categories for this analysis--ugly, attractive, and 
neutral. Let us convince him that he--and only he--has the power to 
eliminate the ugly, encourage the attractive and stimulate the neutral 
towards attractiveness. 


There are two aspects to the Centennial program for Community 
Improvement. One aspect is immediate and the other is long-term. Both 
provide a remarkable opportunity for all Canadians to participate and 
become involved in the Centennial. 


The immediate short-term task is to make a real improvement 
in the appearance of the Canadian scene for Centennial Year. Every 
community--urban and rural--and every piece of countryside should look 
its sparkling best for Centennial guests from other countries, for the 
millions of Canadians who will be visiting new parts of their own 
country--and for the residents of these places themselves. 


To accomplish this, we must try to make every Canadian aware 
of the world around him so that he develops an intolerance for things 
that are ugly and a fresh appreciation of things that are attractive. 


By increasing this awareness of environment, we lay the 
groundwork for our long-term objective. That is, to ensure that the 


Canada of tomorrow will be thoughtfully planned for more eye-appeal 
than the haphazard man-made mess that is too much of the Canada we 
inherited. A more attractive Canada will be reflected in a better way 
of life for all citizens, a greater pleasure in observing and enjoying 
what all of us see around us almost every day of our lives. 

It could be we’ve become so used to the dull and the drab in 


our daily surroundings that we’ve lost sight of their potential for 
being bright and gay. Here is the challenge of indifference. 


Let’s take one of the worst offenders--those ugly gaps like 
missing teeth in the face of all our towns--the parking lots. I’ve 
heard again and again from Europeans coming to Canada that they remind 
them unhappily of bomb sites. That’s not a very pleasant thought-- 
particularly when it would only take a simple landscaping, a few trees 
and shrubs, to make them attractive. Why not encourage the landscaping 
of Gasoline Service Stations right across Canada. A service for the 
cars certainly but also some thought for the people. 
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And what about highway approaches into our towns? How many 
have you found attractive and inviting so that they beckon you into 
the town and you think--this must be a good place to be? Not manye 
Most of the time all you are conscious of seeing is a tangled mess of 
utilities, treeless, a wasteland of garish signs and careless clutter. 
Let’s do something about that too. Big town or smal! community, they 
all have this same problem. ¥ 


Our magnificent countryside doesn’t deserve to be littered with 
abandoned automobile carcasses. For that matter there’s no excuse for 
litter anywhere except in proper containers and there’s no law against 

-good looking litter boxes either. 


The value of trees in the townscape and on the farmstead can’t 
be stressed too much too often. They bring life and colour to sterile 
surroundings. Their buds and blossoms add much job to barren city 
blocks and comfort to lonely farmsteads. Any building looks better 
when viewed through the branches or leaves of trees. 


Community beautification does not mean the destruction of 
everything in a state of disrepair. Many of Canada’s historic sites 
fall into this category. Progress has forced us to bypass, surround or 
abandon many of the old buildings that reflect our history. The 
restoration, not the destruction of these should be part of every 
community improvement program. 


The priority and importance given to planning for traffic 
movement has created much of the ugliness in our cities and towns--has 
often robbed us of our beautiful avenues and parks that were once the 
“green lungs” or breathing places in our busy communities. 


The growing need for more and more communication systems and 
hydropower adds miles of ugly wiring to our skyline every year. Many 
of our communities appear to be wired together by countless miles of 
overhead cable. Some thoughtful and enterprising communities have taken 
these wires down and put them underground. The beautifying effect on 
the street and the community has been a rewarding experience. 


In case you think I’m painting this picture too black, let’s — 
admit that there are many Canadians who do care tremendously about their 
surroundings and many more who would care if they were given a Jog--or 
even a jolt. That’s our job. 


The farmer who thinks in terms of a better life for himself and 
his family has a neat, attractive farmstead. Let’s have more farmers 


like him. 


People who value their local scenery have rural roads unmarred 
by billboards. Let’s have more roads like this.

and gaiety in their surroundings plant window boxes. 
and yet more window boxes. 
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There are a hundred ways and more to improve our surroundings 
in any kind of community. 


The National Community Improvement Program, sponsored jointly 
by the Provincial governments and the Centennial Commission, will provide 
the imaginative ideas--and the know-how. A series of illustrated “How 
To Do It” manuals on community improvement projects will soon go out to 
all communities. Supplementary professional guidance will be available 
to all who ask for it. Every possible assistance will be given to 
individuals and the communities on how to initiate, develop and complete 
their projects. Provincial organizations are organized to offer this 
guidance. 


We know this kind of community improvement can be accomp! ished 
because there have been substantial achievements in many of these areas 
by some groups of forward-looking Canadians. In this war on ugliness 
some of you have been involved in successful skirmishes and there have 
been important victories in major battles. 


We have before us some outstanding individual examples of what 
we must achieve on a national scale for Centennial Year, and this review 
is in no way complete. 


Consider the success of the program in Victoria, B.C. Using 
the valuable and internationally famous Norwich Plan, the people of 
Victoria over a few years executed a downtown rehabilitation program that 
brought new stimulation to the hearts and souls of its citizens, and 
aggressive new strength to the city. This spectacular achievement by 
the people of Victoria has inspired other cities and towns,--fine work 
has been done in St. Thomas, on Queen Street in Niagara Falls, in 
Oakville and others. Many towns are now at work on what is called the 
Norwich Plan and I’m sure it has some application in every Canadian 
community. 


Consider the achievement in The Vancouver Townsite Project 
when that city embarked on a campaign to harmonize the exteriors of 
buildings to improve the appearance of the community. 


Consider also the splendid pioneering work in rural beautifi- 
cation in Prince Edward Island, and the good programs in this field 
which have been started in Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba. 


So we are not without victorious battles in the war on ugliness, 
but our need now, for Centennial Year, is an all-out, full-scale, nation- 
wide effort involving every Canadian. It will take organization and 
determination, imagination and vast quantities of elbow grease. 
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This will require the highest order of effective organization 
at the local level and | would hope that every municipality in Canada 
will build a strong Centennial Community Improvement Committee under 


the best leadership that can be found. 


This massive offensive on ugliness cannot be truly successful, 
| suggest, unless these committees recruit battalions of volunteer 
workers to knock on every door in Canada to seek the cooperation of 
every Canadian and in his community’s improvement projects. 


And when | say every door, | mean the door of every home and 
store, office and factory in the land. And it is possible, or even 
probable, that your workers will have to call at a door many more times 


than once to encourage the kind of mass participation our project 
demands. 


It has been suggested that a local committee would want to 
divide its community into units for this operation--one worker to one 
residential block for example. With tact and diplomacy and enthusiasm 
and subtle forcefulness, a worker might approach the residents or 
merchants or industrialists in his area to encourage Centennial Community 
Improvement activity and to make helpful suggestions about the sort of 
work which might be carried out. And then he might call back from time 
to time to see how it is progressing. 


Your volunteer may be a neighbour or business associate of the 
people he shepherds in his Centennial improvement block--if he isn’t, 
he’ II know them pretty well by the time he finishes his tour of duty. 


It is important, too, that he keep his people informed about 
the plans of their neighbours and encourage them to confer with each 
other on questions such as color harmony and complementary landscaping 
and projects which may be better undertaken on a group basis, or with 
professional guidance. 


The people in Prince Edward Island have enjoyed Community 
Clean-Up Blitzes where everyone gets together on the same day to pick 
up all the litter in town. When the clean-up job is Finished, they 
gather at a community hall for refreshments and to exchange stories of 


their adventures. 


This same idea can be applied on a block basis in larger cities. 
Here is the fullest involvement possible in a Centennial Project. 


More perhaps than any other Centennial project, more perhaps_ 
than any national venture ever undertaken In this country, the Community 
Improvement Program demands the broadest participation by all Canadians. 
There will be cities creating parks; industrialists beautifying factories 
with imaginative landscaping; people will paint stores and 3 amass 
and porches; and the elderly lady will put out a window box to cheer her 
‘room and delight the passers-by in her street. 
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There is a special two-way aspect to participation in the 
Centennial Community Improvement program. There is the participation 
of doing, with the satisfaction this brings to the individuals--and 
the participation of seeing and enjoying, by every Canadian, the 
massive accumulation of attractiveness created by all his fellow 
Canadians. 


If we attack this enemy of ugliness bravely, and succeed-- 
and we must succeed--we will produce immense pleasure for Canada’s 
Centennial visitors, for Canadians and their children, and, indeed, for 
their children’s children. 


To attract the millions of Canadians we need to service our 
cause, we must make the fullest use of many attention-getting devices. 


We must convince the press, radio and television at both 
national and regional levels, of the importance of our objectives and 
the need for their aggressive support. We must offer them every assistanc 
in providing that support. 


Here’s another thought. | would like to see our outside 
Christmas lights kept burning in 1967: they’re pretty and they add to 
the celebrant mood | hope. They carry the message of goodwill towards 
men which is a fitting thought for this year of such great significance 
for all Canadians. Lights may be used in other ways during the 
Centennial Year. Electrical manufacturers could produce the Centennial 
Symbol, factories could be floodlit or office buildings keep their lights 
on. 


These kinds of things will provide tangible, attractive evidence 
of our pride in Canada--for our visitors, ourselves and our children-- 
and should help stimulate a continuing concern for what we see when we 
look out our window. 


Community Improvement may be the most important campaign in 
which Canadians were ever engaged. | suggest that each one of you here 
today will accept responsibility as early members of an officer corps 
for this campaign. I! would ask you to consider this meeting as not just 
another seminar but as a “call to battle” in a cause vital to every 
Canadian. | would ask you to return to your areas of usual responsibility 
and use all the power and influence you can command to organize the 
combat forces we must have to accomplish our objectives. 


Canada has declared war on ugliness--Canada asks you to get out 
there and fight! What better Centennial project!

Opening sequence, the magnificence of the sunrise over a city. 
Then back to the reality of man made environment. A resident 

of suburbia drives towrk,. From the windshield he sees no 
natural beauty in the passing scene but only billboards, untidy 
vacant lots, litter, sign clutter, overhead wiring, ugliness. 
Here is the unattractive, the mediocre, the poor quality surround- 
ings, yet unfortunately the usual average environment we have 

all grown to tolerate and accept through lack of awareness and 
action, But we need not. In fact, here is the ugliness that 
the Community Improvement program is attempting to combat. The 
pace of the film is very fast--it is a kaleidoscope of ugliness-- 
the sound track music with the film is almost a personification 
of commercialism--raucous, the “big beat” and the “big sell”. 


Yet in this age of affluent society, we need not live among the 
visual disorder and visual poverty. A pleasant environment 
reflects a more mature society, means more enjoyable living for 
everyone. If we take the trouble to look around we can see 
what we have left undone and what can be done to improve our 
communities. 


First awareness, then concern, then action.

By things done and undone. Disorder and disproportion. |

The Planning Division of the Centennial Commission involves 
the preparation and the direction of a variety of Centennial 


programs. As the Director of Planning, | am responsible to 
Mr. Georges Gauthier, the Associate Commissioner of the 
Centennial Commission. | am very happy to welcome you here 


today and to comment on the film you have just seen, The 
American Institute of Architects’ cinema depiction of some of 
the aspects of needed community improvement in North America, 
which underlines the importance of the program in which we’re 
engaged today. The film, | think you will agree, clearly 
highlights the work that is required to be done here in Canada. 


Many of the programs and projects of the Centennial Commission 
are little known to the general public; many of them will never 
become really well known since they are being planned and 
implemented to take place indirectly with many people other 
than the Centennial Commission and its employees involved. 


However, the Community Improvement Program is one program 
which must see the light of day; which should reflect the 
interest of the average Canadian citizen in bringing about 
some improvement in the cityscape or townscape surrounding 
him or her. It should stimulate a pride in Canadians to see 
their own community have a better appearance than it does at 
the present time, and we have the stimulus of Centennial Year 
to bring this all about. 


One comment on the Seminar '66 program itself: with only a few 
months remaining before the onset of this big year in our 
history, we have very little time to plan and implement the — 
Community Improvement Program. Therefore, the ACTION emphasis 
in April 1966 is all the more important. | think we, as 
delegates to this conference, realize the importance of 
stimulating our fellow Canadians now; of promoting now, work 
that can be done to inform and to arouse the general public 

in such a way that they will want to take part in this program 
and want to make a constribution. 


| regret very much that circumstances require me to be absent_ 
Leenks from this Seminar ’66. | am sure that the Centennial 
Seminar which is taking place will be fruitful for each delegate. 
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THE REVIEW NARRATION 


Narrator: D.C. Evans. 


if | am asked “What is this program of Community Improvement?”, 
| would be forced to admit that it is a program which could 

be defined as the Ideal Centennial project. The program itself, 
of course, is designed to improve and beautify our cities, 
towns and countryside. However, in its implementation, the 
program involves everyone from the child in school to the 
grandfather puttering in the garden. It is a program for 
national, provincial and local levels, suited to the abilities 
of every person, every organization, every service club, every 
business and residential community in every urban and rural 
area of Canada. It is a program of national scope and appeal, 
for the broadest participation. 


In the spring of last year, a Steering Committee planned a 
National Seminar to ascertain and evaluate the interest and 
enthusiasm for a program of community improvement to prepare 
Canada for its Centennial Year. This seminar was held in the 
Chateau Laurier in early June 1965 and the enthusiasm and 
support which the 120 delegates who attended the seminar gave 
to the studies which were undertaken, made it obvious that a 
National Community Improvement Program was needed and could 
achieve success. Many of you who are here today were at the 
first Seminar and with your continued support we are about to 
begin the implementation phase of the National Program. 


The sponsors of this National Program hope to achieve some 
improvement in all communities, and an understanding among 
citizens of what is good in our physical environment. They 
hope to achieve this by encouraging an awareness in Canadians 
of the shortcomings in their existing environment, helping 
them to know how these conditions came about in the past and 
showing them how they can avoid leaving similar conditions for 
future generations. 


The planning, organization and implementation of the Community 
Improvement Program is a demanding, but not necessarily 
complicated task. However, its success does depend on several 


easily-definable and essential key elements. These are: a 
high degree of interest, concern, enthusiasm, and effort by 
everyone. If these ingredients are supplied by every Canadian, 


the potential for improvement on a national scale is boundless. 
The simple act of planting a tree, picking up a piece of paper 
or painting a doorway, multiplied a million fold will obviously 
have a marked effect in both urban and rural areas. Similarly 
the results of co-operative effort on local projects can be 
tremendous. When the hundreds of thousands of individual con- 
tributions by enthusiastic and energetic citizenry are added, 


the sky is indeed the limit to which an Improvement Program may 
aim.

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You might well ask the cost of such a vast program and where 
the support will come from. | will remind you that this is 
your program. You and | and all Canadian citizens will sponsor 
all the community and personal projects which together wil 
present a lasting memorial on the occasion of the Centennial 
of Confederation. | believe you will agree that in this context 
the cost in labour and money to each one of us will not be out 


of proportion and can be of direct personal advantage to us. 
We should never forget also that there are excellent returns 
for this outlay. These returns may not be monetary but they 
can have a value beyond that | am sure they will add much to 
our pride of country. 


| hasten to assure you that | am not trying to preach to the 
converted. By your presence here today, it is quite obvious 
that you do not need exhortation to start your project, for in 
many instances, you have it well-launched. | do believe however, 
that you are here with the wish to help others launch their 
programs. You are here to find out specifically what you can 

do to help them and what assistance you can expect to get in 
this endeavour. 


It is at the individual and community levels where the actual 
start must be made to achieve a more beautiful and more 
enjoyable Canada. The Federal and Provincial Governments can 
undertake big programs of research and planning, but this 
activity is completely ineffectual unless they are brought to 
the attention of the individuals who will actually do the work. 
Your task is to help generate enthusiasm and activity at the 
local level. You will be aided by the Centennial Commission, 
by your Provincial Government and by the many national asso- 
ciations with interest in this field. | would like to think 
that we shall all work as a team. 


Let us look, first of all, at the best way to start this 
co-operative effort, | believe you will agree that it is largely 
a matter of education. Each citizen’s awareness of his surround- 
ings and the means by which those surroundings can be beautified ~ 
is the prime requisite for any improvement pian. Just how 

aware and sensitive are Canadians to their environment? Let us 
ask some of our citizens of their impressions.

Awareness is the first requirement, before any improvement 
plans will be implemented. Just how aware and how sensitive 
are Canadians to the environment of their communities? How 
bad is the present situation--let us ask some of our citizens.

INTERVIEWER: Thank you. Have you seen anything on the Norwich 
film or Queen Street restoration project? 


CLEUZEN: No. But | have read about the Norwich idea. | 
hope we can start something like it here. | would 
certainly support the idea. 


INTERVIEWER: Good day, Ma’am. Would you support action in this 
community to make it cleaner, less untidy, more 
attractive? Action which could involve you?

CONCLUSION 


The man-in-the-street interviews showed unawareness by the 
average citizen of the deterioration and the poor quality 

of the appearance in everyday surroundings. Significantly, 

it showed that once alerted, almost without exception, Canadians 
are concerned about their environment and are interested in 
making it better. Moreover this fact indicates the potential 
for the almost total involvement of Canadians in the Community 
Improvement Program. 
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PART 5 THE CALL TO ACTION 


Narrator: D.C. Evans. 


Canada is a beautiful land. From the West Coast through the 
Rocky Mountains across the great expanse of the western prairies, 
over the Great Lakes, past the tourist mecca of Niagara Falls, 
down the St-Lawrence River, into historic Quebec and the Maritime 
regions and its coastal islands, ending as we begin at the sea, 
the scenery is ever changing and ever lovely. 


An attractive prospect, but to even the less critical observer 
the appearance may frequently be depressing and very unsatis- 
fying. Why? Because you who are interested in beauty may be 
aware of this other Face of Canada. But most Canadians seem 

to have no awareness of the visual disharmony, the untidyness, 
and the ugliness that surrounds them, even though it has a direct 
bearing on their daily lives. Man made Canada is not always a 
beautiful land. 


| am sure you are the first to agree that an improvement in the 
appearance of Canada can be expected only when an awareness of 
the present surroundings develops, and an interest grows in 
creating a more harmonious environment. The result of such 
concern is, of course, the logical extension of a desire for 
better living standards. 


Have all of us become so accustomed to the dullness and 

drabness around us that we no longer see the potential for 
improvement? Do we fail to realize that the spaces between 
buildings are often as important as the buildings themselves, 

that these are our outdoor “living rooms”. If the answer is 

yes, then a tremendous opportunity exists to make a more enjoyable 
Canada in which to live, work and play. But the efforts of all 
citizens in pursuing Community Improvement projects during the 
Centennial Year is essential to achieve the results that lie 


readily within our grasp. 


Think what can be donel Need we be satisfied with barren parking 
lots when simple landscaping, a few trees or some hedge screening 
would alter the whole scene for the better? 


First impressions are important. 


Must the highway approach into our towns always be a tangled | 
mess of utilities, signs and clutter, instead of being inviting 


to the returning resident and the visitor. 
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Why should the upper storeys of commercial buildings not be 
colour co-ordinated into a pleasing street facade? 


Is it really civilized to litter the countryside with abandoned 
automobile carcasses? Should citizens leave litter of any kind 
anywhere, except in proper containers? 


Are we to remain content with characterless, ugly streets when 
these can be made more attractive, and functional? 


When will the value of trees in the townscape be realized, and 
effective tree planting carried out? 


Why should not a pocketsized Town Square be created from 
derelict property? 


What about the disfigurement of historic sites in the name of 
progress when there are ways and means of retaining these 
community assets? 


Need we subscribe to the belief that traffic is more tmportant 
than having pleasant walking spaces for people? 


Should the city be crisscrossed with the entrails of hydrowires, 


transformers and wooden poles when utilities can be put under- 
ground, |

Does not a neat attractive farmstead show a farmer who thinks 
in terms of a better life for himself and his family? 


And does not a rural road unmarred by billboards indicate people 
who value their rural scenery? 


The most modest home can brighten its appearance with a flower 
box, and a blossoming tree. . 


Must industrial sites be ugly when they can be made attractive? 


Lets not remain in the dark, lets illuminate for the Centennial. 


Improvement is possible in a hundred ways throughout every 
community. The objective is a better environment for our 
people. To reach it the people of the community, individually, 
or through associations and local governments, may enjoy the 
satisfaction of helping to make Canada more beautiful. This 

is a Program that encourages participation by every person 
concerned about his home and community. 
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The nation wide Community Improvement Program, sponsored jointly 
by the Centennial Commission and the Provincial Governments 

with assistance for many National Associations wil] provide 
ideas, material and guidance to show how projects can be 
implemented. As your provincial Centennial Agency how to par- 
ticipate in your Community Improvement Program. 


The assistance available to you, your Community associations 
or your municipality is as follows: 


P. "“How-To-Do-It” Community Improvement manuals will soon 
be made available to you. These manuals illustrate a 
hundred projects under such headings as the Community 
Plan, the Town Centre, Paint-Up Plans, Trees in Towns, 
Roads into Towns, Clean-ilp and Anti-Litter, Decorations 
and Illuminations, Historic Preservation, Rural Beautifi- 
cation and Farmstead Improvement.

of our country, action that will improve our urban and rural 
surroundings, action that will see Canadians enjoying a “new look” 
as we celebrate our Centennial in 1967.

Now that you have seen the problem and have been shown what 

is available to help and what can be done now let me tel! you 
what you can do for this program. As the direct link with the 
communities you can promote the Community Improvement Program 
and assist in obtaining results the following ways:- 


First: You can become as fully informed as possible on 
the aims and content of the program and know its 
limitations, the division of responsibility, and 
the lines of communications between the Centennial 
Commission, Provincial Governments, the national 
associations and the communities. Information 
covering these points is enclosed in your delegates 
kK isbje 

Second: You can publicize and prepare the ground for the 


Community Improvement Program through the Centen- 
nial Commission’s Speakers bureau and by a direct 
approach to press, T.V., and radio. All will 

be needed to assist in developing public awareness. 
It is intended that regular radio and press 
release bulletins which will be issued as often 

as possible and that spot announcements will be 
made available to radio and T.V. stations in the 
later part of 1966 through 1967. It is hoped to 
distribute a monthly idea exchange bulletin to 

all communities to assist in maintaining continuity 
and interest in the Program. The Bulletin will 
also supply you with the number of new suggested 
projects. 


Third: You can obtain follow on support which is already 
pledged to the Community Improvement Program by 
many National Associations. To name but a few you 


can turn to: 


The Canadian Chamber of Commerce, 

The Canadian Tourist Associations, 

The Community Planning Association of Canada, 
The Royal Architectural Institute of Canada, 
The Canadian Paint Manufacturer’s Association, 
The Federated Women’s Institutes of Canada, 
The Canadian Council of 4-H Clubs, 

The Canadian Federation of Agriculture, and 
The Canadian Forestry Associations. 
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The Provincial affiliates of these associations 
will be kept informed on the program and will be 


preconditioned to receive the assistance coming 
from the Centennial Commission. The names of 
many more associations will be passed to you in 
the exchange Bulletin. 


Fourth: You can prepare the way for the formation of 
local organizations to undertake projects that 
communities are interested in fostering. For 
example, you can suggest in your community that 
the Board of Trade or some other association will 
direct individual involvement. You can suggest 
to them also that this involvement be done to a 
reporting system of area, neighbourhood and street 
responsibility. A similar effect can be achieved 
through established rural organizations. Competi- 
tions may be suggested for Community Improvement 
projects. 


In summary, the nation wide Community Improvement Program will 
provide imaginative ideas, information material, and guidance 
to show how projects can be organized and implemented. A series 


of illustrated manuals on Community Improvement Projects wil 

be distributed. National and regional seminars on Community 
Improvement Projects will be held and supplementary professional 
guidance will be available to all who seek it. Every possible 
assistance will be given on how to initiate, develop and complet 
projects. Here is the one Centennial Program that can see 
active participation by millions of Canadians in every part of 


Canada. The individual can enjoy the satisfaction of his own 
personal project whether it be a new flower box or painting a 
fence. The Community can gain the pride of achievement by 
beautifying the town centre by planting trees, or by carrying 
out, cooperatively, an improvement to the street facade. Moreov 
the benefit for 1967 can be the springboard for more total 
involvement ideal striven for by all Centennial Programs and 
it can permanently benefit every Community without extensive 
expenditures. Let us all be aware and then let us all begin 
the changes for betterment that are needed. May | wish you 
every success in your endeavours. 
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THE AFTERNOON SESSION 


A 20-minute colour/sound film was screened which showed 
examples of the rural and farmstead beautification 
competitions in Quebec, under the sponsorship of their 
Department of Agriculture and Colonisation. The excellent 
results from a variety of farm improvement projects were 
shown. The success of the Quebec competitions and the 
direction and assistance on beautification provided by the 
Agriculture Department were apparent and impressive. 


NATIONAL INFORMATION AND REPORTING FROM THE PROVINCES 
ON COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENT ACTION FOR IMPLEMENTATION. 


The Reports and panel discussions included Delegates 
representing each of the ten Provinces and the National 
Capital region. The first portion of this session comprised 
the submission of prepared reports, these were followed by a 
pane! discussion which allowed questions from the floor of 
the meeting and resulted in a short but active exchange of 
ideas and information. 
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HOW IS IS PROPOSED TO ENCOURAGE FARMSTEAD PROGRAMS 


M. Gérard Hudon, Department of Agriculture and Colonisation. 
What is the Quebec Government doing to promote farm improvement 
The Centennial of Confederation 


During the Centennial of our Confederation, the rural populatio 
of Quebec wanted to take part in the collective effort and do 
its share for the decent celebration of this anniversary which 
will occur only once every one hundred years. 


Since thousands and thousands of foreigners will be visiting 
the various regions of the province as they come to se Expo ’67 
it is only appropriate that they be well impressed by the nice 
appearance of well-kept farms, with modest buildings perhaps, 
but where order and cleanliness appear as an indication of the 
rural pride and joy of life of those living there. 


Why Beautify? 


While showing the country in a better light and attracting 
tourists, farm improvement fosters love for the land and 
increases life enjoyment. It adds to the value of the property 
it stands as more valuable collaterals when a loan is needed 
and helps to keep the youth on the paternal farm. 


However, farm beautification is not a matter for one season; 
it is the result of an initiative based on observation, the 
will to work and attachment to the land. 


It is therefore important that we should proceed by stages and 
follow a definite plan in which all the members of the family — 
who are old enough must take interest in the development as q 
well as in the execution of the program. 
|

This created the need for guided efforts. 


That is how the Quebec Department of Agriculture and Colonisati 
got into action and organized the Farm Community Improvement 
Contest for Expo ’67., 


Development of the Competition 


On July 30, 1964, the Montreal based general Council of Expo ’6 
called a press conference on the farm of Mr. Hertel Rouillier 
in Chambly. On that occasion, in the presence of T.V., radio 
and press representatives, the Hon. Alcide Courcy, Minister of 
Agriculture and Colonisation, officially announced the opening 
of the Farm Community Improvement Contest, 
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At that time, Mr, Andrew Kniewvasser, General Director of 
Expo 67, stressed the importance of agriculture in his 
Corporation and the place of honour which was assigned to it 


Publicity 


The organization of the competition was entrusted to the Farm 
Organizations’ Division of which | am the Director. 


A provincial committee was formed to supervise the progress of 
the organization and to ensure a certain degree of co-ordination 
in the activity. 


Because of the size of the province of Quebec, planning was 
done on a county basis. 


A rather elaborate publicity program was developed among 

various farm organizations: agricultural societies, horticultural 
societies, farm clubs, UCC clubs, farm women’s organizations, 
co-ops, etc... All showed their spirit of co-operation and 
initiative and included farm improvement in their programs and 
even added awards to encourage members to join this venture. 


T.V. and radio lectures as well as newspaper articles were 
supplied by agronomists and experts in ornamentation. 


Despite all those efforts, the start was rather slow and we 
had to postpone the registration deadline to December 31, 1965. 
We finally got 9,845 registrations for that contest. 


Awards and Promotion 


The Department of Agriculture and Colonisation gave us a 
subsidy of $115,000. to be distributed in awards. In order — 

to facilitate the allocation of awards, the province was divided 
into various contests comprising 150 participants each, for a 


total of 66 contests. In each category, awards will be 
distributed as follows: 

Ist prize: $200.00 

2nd prize: $150.00 

3rd prize: $100.00 

Ath prize: $ 75.00 

5 awards of: $ 50.00 


5 awards of: $ 25.00 
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The awards will be adjudicated on the basis of merit, that 
is to those who will have most improved their farm from the 
beginning to the end of the contest. 


A preliminary assessment will take place in the spring of 
1966 and the final assessment will be done in the spring of 
1967, according to the score table given to you. 


Contribution of other Departments 


Department of Highways 


In August 1965, the Department of Highways amended the Highway 
Act concerning the erection of publicity signs and the camouflas 
of wreckers’ scrap-yards along the highways. The Rules and 
Regulations provide that those scrap-yards must be located at 
least 500 feet from the highway and the owner is given one 

year to fence the site with a I2-foot high fence. 


As for publicity signs, the legislation ts supposed to be passe 
this week. 


The Department will affect rather considerable amounts for the 
improvement of the Trans-Canada highway through lawn seeding an 
tree planting. 


Department of Lands and Forestry 


This Department has offered to supply 10 trees free to each 
participant. 


The first distribution took place in the spring of 1965; the 
second will begin next week and the third one will take place 

in the spring of 1967. Thus, approximately 100,000 trees wil! 
be planted for this occasion. The tree distribution was the mos 
stimulating factor which brought farmers to take part in the 
competition. 


Provincial Secretary 


The Provincial Secretary, the Hon. Bona Arsenault, added to the 
initiative of the Department of Agriculture and Colonization by 
organizing a wide information campaign during the fall of 1965. 


Indeed, a tractor-trailer went all over the province of Quebec 
and thousands of rurals were given the opportunity of meeting 
the Hon. Alcide Courcy and certain experts who were supplying 
information on all agricultural questions and on farm improvemer 


To complete this work of co-operation and co-ordination, in 
August last, the Hon. Arsenault sent a letter to all mayors 
inviting them to co-operate and to organize committees in which 
the most dynamic organizations of the community would be repre= 
sented in order to create a healthy rivalry. 
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PROGRAM FOR 1966 


Needless to say that the year 1966 will be one of activity 
for the participating members. 


They will be supported by a continuing and rational publicity 
program: T.V. publicity spots, radio lectures, newspaper 
articles, circular letters, etc. 


Brochures containing information and instructions will be 
sent directly to all registered members to help them in their 
effort. 


Things to be done during the Contest 


In brief, the following are the main points on which emphasis 
is laid during this contest: 


- painting or whitewashing of buildings; 

- painting or whitewashing of fences; repair of existing or 
construction of new fences around the house and the farm; 
- tidying-up; work on the soil; removal or demolition of 
useless old buildings; 

- improvement of farm access roads; 

cleaning of the backyard; 

- piling of Firewood; 

- weeding (mowing along the road); 

- cleaning the garden; 

- farm name-plate; 

O- landscaping: lawn seeding, tree and shrub planting, flower 
beds, flower boxes, etc.

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Since beautification is a lesson of lastingness, attachment and 
faithfulness to the land, the Department hopes that this initiative 
will have beneficial results and will develop among the rural 
population a taste for beauty, order and cleanliness, and that 

it will help not only to make Quebec a nice province but the 


nicest of all provinces. 
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HOW IT 1S PROPOSED TO ACHIEVE URBAN IMPROVEMENT RESULTS 
Mr. Jack Brockie, Ontario Centennial Planning Branch.

Phrases such as urban improvement and community beautification 
are polite words we use to describe a job we should not have to 
be polite about - the job facing up to a renewal long overdue. 


It’s not an easy task -- It’s a job that we have to roll up our 
sleeves and get serious about. If we are content to use polite 
approaches and gentle reminders, 1967 will come and go, and the 
blight will still remain. 


Ontario has been assigned the topic :”How it is Proposed To 
Achieve Urban Improvement Results for '67.” Before | proceed, 
| would like to explain how the pattern has developed over the 
past year, the progress we have made, and how we are going to 
continue achieving results.

One of the key factors in our Centennial preparations was the 
network of regional representatives that the Cabinet Centennial 
Committee established when it entered the per capital grants 
program. 


These representatives established liaison with local Councils 
throughout the Province and worked closely with them in formulat 
and processing submissions for Centennial projects. Once the 
deadline for grant projects had passed, last August, the 
Centennial Planning Branch took over this network of representa- 
tives to continue their liaison with local Centennial Committees 
and Councils and proceed into the planning for Centennial cele- 
brations. 


Our regional representatives knew the background in each 


municipality, and they were familiar with key citizens on whose 
enthusiasm they could count. Because most of the grant projects 
were of a municipal improvement nature, there was a natural link 
between the projects and a program of community improvement. 

In their dealings on the local level, therefore, our regional 


representatives have been stressing a program of improvement as 
a natural continuing and important step in preparing for the 
Centennial. 


The Centennial Branch and its representatives have emphasized 
consistently in speeches, in the Monthly Newsletter, in our 
personal contacts, and in conferences across the Province 
(including the present round of Workshops), the need for communit 
improvement and beautification; on the necessity for clearin 
away, Cleaning up, scrubbing up, and revitalizing areas of our 
cities, towns and villages in other words, getting rid of the 
blight. 


a oe a, 
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How do we Proposed to achieve Urban Improvement results? 
Primarily we are directing our clean-up campaign at the citizen 
level; at the level of community organizations, and through 

the Centennial Committees which have been formed in 76| 
municipalities. We have found that in campaigns of this type, 
municipal councils are not originators, although they can play an 
important supporting role. Because of the shortness of time, 
our planning has taken on the aspects of a BLITZ PROGRAM, and 
can be achieved more quickly through groups now in existence 
that are capable of direct action and who have representatives 
on the Local Centennial Committee. Naturally, we are hoping that 
the Improvement seeds sown during this period will continue to 
grow and flourish across the Province in the years to come. 


Through every Centennial Committee in Ontario, on which Service 
Clubs are invariably represented, we are enlisting the help of 
such organizations as the Junior Chamber of Commerce, the 
Kiwanis Key Clubs, the Kinsmen Clubs, and other Clubs that have 
already established a reputation in their community for leader- 
ship in the clean-up field. These organizations are at this 
moment putting greater emphasis on Community Improvement in 
preparation for 1967; the year that Canada plays Host to the 
World at its Birthday Party. 


Not all communities have had this help from service clubs, but 
this type of participation is being adopted by organizations 
that are looking for community projects, and have the membership 
and prestige that will enable them to conduct such a program in 
addition of an already existing Centennial Project. Many Clubs 
and organizations have looked for a more |mpressive-sounding 
project, not realizing the important contribution they can make 
in this area. 


Community Improvement 


The Norwich Plan for Community Improvement has been introduced 
through their film program and counselling, and speeches to 
assist interested communities in initiating downtown Improvement 
schemes. In the last couple of years, the Norwich group has_ 
redoubled its efforts in this area, and the results are showing 


all over Ontario. 


Oakville, Dundas, St.Thomas, and Niagara Falls can already show 
examples of what can be done. A number of others: Peterborough, 
Port Hope, Fort Erie, St.Catharines, Stratford - have organize 
Committees to study a similar program, and are starting to 

work. About 20 more communities are actively considering 
programs of downtown 


improvement. In Niagara Falls, the Queen 
Street Redevelopment is one of the most successful illustrations. 
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The greatest indication of involvement is the decision of the 
Hamilton Downtown Merchants’ Association to introduce a Renewal 
Plan of 34 blocks in central Hamilton, as their Centennial 
Project. Although Hamilton is the location of the Royal Botani 
Gardens, one of the beauty spots of Canada unfortunately, the 
beauty of that particular spot has not spread to all corners 
of the City. Even the loyal “Hamilton Spectator” compared the 
downtown area to a tangled jungle... and its own offices are 
smack in the middle of it! 
:

"No more”, however, the merchants say. They have adopted a 

plan which will spread through the whole downtown area. The 

Newspaper is calling for City cooperation, and asks that City 

Council not follow-up store improvements with a visit from an 
we 


Assessor with a “gleam in his eye”! 


Hamilton’s approach has supplied us with good ammunition for 
our Ontario Centennial Committees, especially during the curren 
round of Regional Workshops where Improvement and Beautificatio 


are being emphasized so strongly. 


The Hamilton enthusiasm spread from one man: the Secretary of 
the Downtown Association - who had the drive and imagination 
necessary to infect other people. With one man like that tn 
every community in Canada, there would be no problem in getting 
programs of Community Improvement underway. Like the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police - we’ve got to get our mani 


The Norwich Group is not the only business organization interes 


ted in community improvement. Others, like the Electrical 
Bureau of Canada, have a commercial interest in these improve- 
ments, and are now putting out impressive literature, urging 


communities to undertake programs of improvement. Their pictur 
material shows WHY. 


The title of the Bureau’s brochure: “How to Shed Some Light On 
Your Community’s Centennial Year” could easily be the Theme for 
any program of community improvement. They suggest that in f 


addition to lighting local Centennial Projects, communities shot 
celebrate Canada’s Birthday with street relighting programs and 
installation of improved illumination in shopping areas. 

The Bureau will circulate brochures and make municipal contactan 
through local Utilities. We in Ontario wish them the best of | 
luck and will assist them in getting their message across to the 


right groups. Nothing shows up imperfections so much as bright 
lighting and civic bodies will quickly find that elbow grease, 
paint and clean-up campaigns are necessary if they are going to 
Floodlight some of the buildings in their Towns. 
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But In many business organizations and manufacturing Associa- 
tions the Imagination in promoting Centennial Improvements 
leaves something to be desired. They are probably too busy 
with the rush of every-day business to plan exciting promotions 
which would be worthwhile for themselves and the country and 
have appeal at the citizen level. 


The Ontario Centennial Planning Branch is now compiling a 
catalogue of services, equipment and special products pertaining 
to the Centennial. It will make this information available 
through their Centennial Cammittees. And we hope this will 
stimulate more communities to take action in the area of 
Community Improvement. One group we would like to see take more 
action is the paint manufacturers. They were once very diligent 
promoters, so much so, that as you drove through the countryside, 
you could tell if a paint salesman had been through recently. 

The imagination and drive of people like those early paint 
salemen has never been needed more. They left behind their signs 
of success, 


And when you drive through Canada in 1967, the signs of our 
success will be there, too, or the signs of any lack of effort. 


At each workshop, and through women representatives, we are urging 
local Centennial Committees to undertake an Urban Improvement 
Program, in the clean-up aspect. Removal of outdated and 
outmoded signs, torn and worn awnings; make repairs, long 

overdue, and looking at buildings above the Street level. For 
only after the clutter has been cleared away, can we come face 

to face with what we’re trying to beautify. Once any community 
has conducted a clean-up campaign, community improvement follows 
almost naturally, for its need is apparent once the junk is 

out of the way. 


The role of women in this Program should not be underestimated. 
(You will recall the three basic forms of communication - telephone, 
telegraph, and Tell a woman! Well, we in Ontario consider that 
a truism! ) The Province is now divided into 13 regions, each 
with a Woman’s Activities Chairman, and under them are 57 County 
and District Women Chairman. These representatives are getting 
in touch with every women’s group in Ontario, promoting and — 
advising on Centennial celebrations - and suggesting Beautifi- 
cation and Community Improvement Programs. A number of these 
women are prominent in the Radio, Television and Press of their 
area - and will take advantage of their connections: 


Setting an example is a vivid way of gaining support for an 
improvement. One group of Ontario Jaycees, for instance, selects 
a house in their city every year that oF a Mbd eile Ee It's 
usually the home of a pensioner, or a widow, a deserving person 
who es afford to paint it. Then 30 or 40 Jaycees with brushes 
and paint supplied by town hardware stores, descend on the 
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house en masse and in a matter of a couple of hours, completely 
paint it; cultivate the flower beds, plant shrubs, cut and rake 
the lawn - transforming the property completely. 


This besides being a worthy work, is also a successful promo- 
tional device. The publicity indicates how, and encourages 
homeowners and businessmen alike to do something about their 
property. This idea we are planning to develop in a number of 
communities. 


Before and after pictures of any urban Improvement project is 

a “must” to gain interest. One picture is worth a thousand wor 
they say, so we must provide before and after pictures to 
communities in Ontario, to develop their interest in a program 
of this nature, 


In summation: 


ies We have established a strong link between the Province 
and Local Councils through our Regional Men’s and 
Women’s representatives, and with 761 Centennial Committe 
Chairmen. 


an In all speech material, communications and literature, 
we will be placing stronger emphasis on community beauti- 
fication. (In our Newsletter which is beamed at those 
who are, or should be connected with Centennial planning, 
we have attempted to draw attention to, and support for, 


urban beautification programs. This is illustrated tn 
the April tissue of Centennial Ontario, which is available 
to you here today. We will continue this program of 


communication), 


oe In our area Workshops now _in progress, we emphasize urban 
improvement, with the assistance of a Speaker from the 
Norwich Insurance Group, and with films. 


An We are planning a series of conferences with Women’s 
representatives in which this program will also be 
high-lighted. Directives to our Centennial Committee 
Chairmen will emphasize the need for involving Service 
Clubs or downtown business Associations that have the 
membership or organizing ability to get results, to 
Follow-up this promotion with more zeal. 


We are now familiar with the Centennial Symbol which stands for 
Canada, and its |00th Birthday. But it also has significance 
for Community Improvement. The 5 points of the maple leaf 
symbol each indicate an area--where the Beautification and 
Improvement Prgrams can be directed: 
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Be The individual citizen; 
2. The Service Club or Community organization; 
Se The merchant and businessman; 
An The local industry; and 
5% The municipal Council. 


Their involvement is necessary in a successful campaign- and 
we will endeavour to involve them in our campaign. If we can 
do this successfully in the limited time at our disposal, we 
will have a damned good-looking Ontario for our Birthday Party. 
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HOW IT IS PROPOSED TO ACHIEVE RURAL BEAUTIFICATION RESULTS 
Mr. S. Hoff, Landscape Planner, Dept. of Public Works, Regina, § 
My topic today is limited to Rural Beautification excluding 
farmstead programs which have been dealt with by my col league 
from Quebec. It is understood that small towns and community 


centres with a population of less than 1,000 are included in 
the rural beautification program. 


What is the significance of the Rural Beautification Program, 
and how are we going to achieve results. 


We will break the program down in 3 clearly defined groups, as 
stated in the sumposium: 


I. Antilitter, clean-up, paint-up plan. 
pa Rural landscape improvement. 
2B Highway beautification. 


Each of these groups will be dealt with differently, but first 
we will look into the guidance material available and how it ca 
be best utilized in order to achieve results. 


Already most provinces have a series of pamphlets issued by the 
local Universities or the Department of Agriculture. These dea 
with subjects like choice of plant material, homestead land- 
scaping, shelter belts, lawns, grassed waterways and tree lots, 
to mention a few. 


We are looking forward to the information and guidance material 
which is being developed by the Commission mainly for two 


reasons:- 

3 Before we start on distribution of these materials we wis! 
to go carefully through it and determine how much of the 
information will apply to our extreme prairie conditions, 


and if necessary tnake reservations about selection of 
plant material, irrigation, errosion control, etc., and 
feed back to the Commission such reservations. 


por We want to have the material in the hands of the individu 
Farmers and rural organizations as early as possible in 
order that they have time to consider and plan ahead. 


The Province of Saskatchewan has for a year been celebrating it. 


Diamond Jubilee and we have therefore embarked on a number of 
projects to establish both occasions in the minds of the people

A number of seminars and orientation meetings have already been 
held around the province to create interest in local projects. 

A well established organization is ready to receive the guidance 
material and distribute it to local groups and individuals, 
arrange meetings, start working groups, prepare plans and 

Fol low-up projects in co-operation with newspapers, T.V. and 
radio and with National Organizations and government officials 
in the different fields. 


The Provincial Centennial Corporation staff wil] keep close 
liaison with the working groups and individuals and feed back 
information about projects as well as request additional guidance 


from the Commission as required. 


As much as my time allows | will now elaborate on the three 


catagories of Rural Beautification projects and how to achieve 
results by each one of them. 


ad The anti-litter, clean-up, paint-up campaign should be 
conducted through all available channels: schools, 
organizations, churches and mass media to an extent that 
every individual and organization would feel responsible 
for doing its share of the program. This is the basic 
goal of the campaign, and no improvement program should 
be attempted until the campaign has shown results. 


ae Rural Landscape Improvement will apply to cemeteries, 
schools and church grounds, establishing of shelter belts, 
street and square planting in towns, layout of playgrounds, 
swimming pools, community parks and sport fields. 


Before embarking on such projects necessary professional advice 
should be obtained through the Centennial Corporation and if 
necessary, a plan drawn up and details worked out by a Park 
Planner or Landscape Architect. 


Standard drawings are available for all facilities necessary in 
such projects and dependable information can be obtained through 
the Centennial Corporation about the selection and use of hardy 
plant material. 


A number of park projects with or without Centennial grants are 
under construction in every province, and this category may 
contribute more to the Centennial program than any other single 
item. 


The Centennial Corporation staff will assist in the application 
for and distribution of trees and shrubs which are available 

free of charge from the Government user tes 4 helene Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Forestry, Department of National Seats Bate 
and others. The staff will also advise about planting poses ures 
and will especially promote the planting of the oe ee naeecae 
“Almey” and “Royalty” Crab, and the Centennial Rose “Miss n ; 


wherever climate allows them to be planted. 
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Another field of rural landscaping is the treatment of commercié 
properties, mines and quarries, hydro power works, Forestry 
operations, oil and gas wells, refineries and piping which 


encroach on a larger portion of the landscape each year. 


While they are considered necessary evils, these developments 
do not have to leave the landscape they have gone through as a 
desert, with no hope of being recovered as production forest or 
farm land. Most countries have now established laws which requi 
that open pit mining, gravel pits, and metal and stone quarries, 
when abandoned, have to be regarded, seeded and planted, or 
brought back to farm land. 


Every effort should be made to channel such work into a Centennt 
Program. 


By appealing to companies, perhaps applying gentle pressure, 
offering professional advice, even arranging competititons 
between different ocsenaest and also by showing good example 1 
Government projects, it its possible to influence the companies 
to stop landscape destruction and eventually start a Centennial 
project beautifying their grounds. The same thing applies to 
building material storage sites, car wreckage yards, etc., where 
the procedure should be to get them out of the sight of general 
traffic by erecting board fences planting trees and shrubs, or 
a combination of these. 


Tidying up and landscaping gas stations is mentioned in the 
Sumposium. We see every day large sums wasted on tigers, 
windfalls and giveaways. If only a fraction of the money could 
used in tidying up the stations, removing of some of the signs, 
sodding and planting trees and shrubs it would mean a real 
contribution to this campaign. 


Finally, | would like to comment on the most controversial 
subject, Highway Beautification. With four lane or more dividec 
highways being developed through every province there is a large 
need for a beautification program in order to adapt the Highways 
to the landscape and to create added safety, utility, and 
beauty. 


As far as _ | know only in British Columbia and Ontario is 
Highways Landscaping being adopted to any extent. Highways 
Engineers in many provinces prefer to leave landscape planning 
entirely out of their Highways program. | doubt if they will 
allow any trees to be planted in this area by private people. | 
Highway landscaping is a highly professional field, the importan 
of which has caused road-side deye lopment Gdn fecenees to be held 
recently in Alberta, British Columbia and lately in Quebec, with 
participation from the Highways-Parks-and Public Works Departmen 
private Landscape Architects, and Grass and Plant Specialists. ! 
Experience from these can fenences has been gathered in pamphlets

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for the Centennial Commission, and they will be available to 
you all. There should be an incentive to start Beautification 
programs. However, from Saskatchewan’s experience, | would 


hesitate to start carrying out such projects without first 
obtaining permission from the Highways Department, and making 
use of all available professional advice and planning. 
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CO-ORDINATION BETWEEN PROVINCIAL AND PRIVATE SECTOR AGENCIES

| will attempt to discuss the suggested topic: Co-ordination — 
between Provincial and Private Sector agencies in order to get 
results. I trust that giving you the story about the progress 
being made in our Province in this program will adequately tak 
care of this topic and my remarks, | hope, should prove to hav 
some national significance, | 


A brief outlining the proposed overall Centennial Program for 
New Brunswick including budgetary provisions to finance its 
implementation was presented and approved several months ago 


by our Government. I will say that the Community Improvement — 
and Beautification Program aroused great interest and enthusia 
on the part of the Government. Also, our Provincial Centen 


nial Committee had previously discussed the program in detail — 
and gave it unanimous approval. ‘ 
® * e ° ° e e ° 3 
Meetings with the Ministers of Agriculture, Municipal Affairs, 
Public Works and Lands and Mines were arranged and proved to 
be very fruitful. We were assured of their full cooperation. 


All four Ministers agreed to appoint representatives on a 
Steering Committee which had its first meeting in March of this 
year. In Summary, this Committee agreed to the following: 


ake The Centennial Commission, Ottawa, must direct and e 
support the National Program; 


ha The Province, through the Centennial Administration, — 
should have primary role of Co-ordinator and Catalyst. — 
The Centennial Administration would co-ordinate the ‘ 
planning activities and study the implementation of the 
program under the close guidance and assistance of the © 
Steering Committee; 


3s The Department of Agriculture would carry out the Rural 
Program; | 
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1. The Department of Public Works would be responsible for 
the highway beautification. Action would be taken to 
get rid of litter and to clean-up the roadside areas. 
Bridge approaches, Town and City entrances would be 
improved under their supervision; 


5A The Department of Municipal Affairs would develop the 
Urban Program. Through its Planning Branch, the Depart- 
ment would concentrate on the elimination of eyesores 
such as junkyards, car cemeteries, and litter. This 
Department would also study the possibility of developing 
legislation with regard ‘to unsightly premises which it 
was felt would probably be the only effective solution 
to a long term program. 


Ors The Department of Lands and Mines would improve and 
beautify the provincial parks, camping areas, recreational 
facilities and resorts. In general, the scenic parts of 
our natural environment should be made more attractive to 
residents and tourists alike. 


The Centennial Administration submitted a working paper on a 
suggested program basis to the Steering Committee at their March 


meeting, which | mentioned before. The group approved in 
principle this suggested material and went on to discuss it 
thoroughly item by item. | must say, at this point, that the 


recommendations contained in the report of the Steering Committee 
held in Ottawa, October 6 and 7 of last year, inspired us greatly 
in the preparation and dealing with this working paper. 


Five general headings were included in this paper: (|) Support; 
2) Government Involvement; (3) Professional Involvement; 
4) Citizen’s Involvement; (5) Communications. 


Support 


It is felt that this should come from Business, Industry, Labor, 
and Voluntary Organizations, the private sector. Business and 
Industry can supply the financial and promotional support. 
Labour would naturally be a source of manpower. The Voluntary 
Organizations could make our citizens aware of their surround- 
ings and consequently the need for such a program. Voluntary 
Organizations” means: Service Clubs, Boards of Trade, eect 
Institutes, Church Organizations, School Boards, Agricultura 
Organizations, Youth Organizations, etc. 
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Governmental Involvement - Provincial and Municipal Levels. | 
It is obvious that support of Provincial and Municipal Government 
is essential and vital if the program is to succeed. As . 
previously explained, disucssions have already taken place 
between the Centennial Administration and our various provincial 
departments with a view to the Provinces providing organization 
and assistance to our municipal and local organizations. The 
Centennial Administration will spearhead and direct the 
development of the Program until such time as other provincial 
and local authorities are in a position to carry out this 
implementation of a long term program. The Steering Committee, — 
representing the various departments involved, is called upon to- 
counsel and to assist the Centennial Administration in the . 
carrying out of their duties. 


Professional Involvement 


Assistance and services from professional groups such as Architec 
Engineers, Designers, Planners, Landscape Experts, etc., will 

be required at all levels. At the national and provincial level 
the formation of an Advisory Committee of these groups would be 
necessary to develop information and procedures which would 
assist the private sector in the planning and implementation of 
the program. 


Citizen’s Involvement 


It is recommended that regional seminars specifically related 
to Beautification should be held in rural and urban areas of 
the province. Participants would include a broad cross section 
of all the rural and urban private agencies. At these seminars, 
it would be suggested that the Province coordinate all planning 
activities. We would also recommend that tne local Centennial 
Committees should launch the program on the local level and 
work closely with voluntary groups or private agencies in 
various fields necessary to a well-directed program. 


Of course, Municipal initiative coupled with citizen’s partici- 
pation must be combined to achieve the most effective results, 
under the overall direction of the Centennial Administration. 
Local Centennial Committees should be in a position to offer 
advice and guidance to citizens and proprietors in such fields 
as zoning, assessment and taxation, cost, financing, etc.. One 
important point | wish to emphasize is - TAXATION. It has to 
be stated that property owners are not to be penalized by 
increased assessments and taxation for repairs and painting of 
existing buildings and landscaping of properties. 


Our new Assessment Act just passed in New Brunswick will provide 
this assurance. 
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Communications 


The main channel will be from the Centennial Commission to 


the Provincial Centennial Agency and then to Municipal and 
local levels. 


One of our fundamental aims during the planning of our Centennial 
Celebrations is to look for an opportunity to place the accent 
on Youth. While considering the implementation of this 
Beautification Program, let’s not forget our Youth which will be 
more than eager to get in such a Centennial Project. We want 

to make use of their energies, their zeal, the enthusiasm to 
make our country more beautiful and attractive. We are aware 
that young people and their organizations can play an important 
role in a properly directed program. We all want, we are sure, 
to enjoy our anniversary in a tidy house and to launch our Youth 
into the Twenty-First Century with confidence in themselves, in 
Canada which would present a shining new face as we celebrate 
our Centennial in 1967.

It is a pleasure to be with you this afternoon and to speak on 


behalf of the Federated Women’s Institutes of Canada. As | 
listened to the distinguished speakers this morning, | wondered 
just how many that are present at our seminar today are aware 
that the Federated Women’s Institutes of Canada were the very 


first to acknowledge the need to “Make Canada Lovelier”. The 
Honourable Minister mentioned that women’s organizations had beer 
active, but | would hasten to add that the Women’s Institutes 


took the initial step when they launched their campaign to “idake 
Canada Lovelier”. They are presently seeing their efforts 
crowned with success in all provinces. 


It was in 1963 that the Federated Women’s Institutes of Canada 
adopted Making Canada Lovelier as one of their centennial project 
Because of the magnitude and importance of this celebration we 
realize that planning and early preparation would be essential 
to produce maximum results. 


As all national projects of the Federated Women’s Institutes of 
Canada, Making Canada Lovelier was primarily adopted by the 
organization at the national level. The National Convenor urged 


provincial convenors to take an active part in promoting 

this project to the county and district convenors. They tn turn 
were active in presenting the material and suggestions to the 
branch convenors and so our individual members became involved. 


We appealed to our members to treat the centennial year as a 
personal celebration and so strive to make our communities clean, 
attractive, safe places in which we would be proud to entertain © 
our relatives and guests. Making Canada Lovelier is a project 
that is involving every one of us from coast to coast, from the 
smallest and most remote community to the larger and busier centr 
a project in which every member of the family can participate; 

a project that need not involve a great deal of money. 


The starting point in this campaign was the clean-up of members’ 
own Surroundings. Besides the home project there is the local 
branch project - the community effort. When we have done al! 

we can as individuals to improve and beautify our own home 
surroundings, and as a group to establish and improve facilities 
and sites in our own communities, we have the Women’s Institutes 
at country and district level, and then as a provincial unit. 


With this background, we have total involvement of our members- 
the participation that is so necessary to make any project 
successful. When the individual member is able to participate 


personally in a program, her interest and determination to succee 
is much greater. With our members so actively involved they have 
not only put into practice the suggestions offered, but have shor 
remarkable initiative. 
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It is apparent that this type of community beautification has 
captured the imagination of our members and the improvement 
possibilities put Forth are most encouraging. Leadership and 
guidance have come from the national level but the awareness 
and action of our individual members have been the factors 
that have produced the results. Our national beautification 
project has been responded to with such enthusiasm that it is 
a pleasure to briefly present examples of projects completed 
and nearing completion. 


Thousands of Almey crab trees have been planted by our members 


throughout our entire Dominion and will beautify parks, public 
gardens and squares, cemeteries, as wel! as private grounds and 
gardens, entrances to towns and villages. The Centennial Rose 
has also been widely planted in all provinces. 


Parks and parkways are being established and improved. Cemeteries 
are being cleaned up and beautified with many trees being planted. 


In many areas citizens have been requested to improve mailboxes 
and have their names painted on them. Front door approaches, 
improvement of lawns flowers and window boxes are popular projects. 
Studies on horticulture, landscaping and gardening have been 
undertaken with a view to home improvement. Flower shows have 
been established and carried on. 


Old, unused buildings that have no historic value are being 
removed. Others, with historic value, are being restored and 
surrounding grounds are being landscaped. 


Beaches, picnic areas and recreation areas are being established. 
Existing ones are being cleaned up and beautified. 


General clean-up, paint-up, pick-up programs are being carried 
out. Anti-litter information is being publicized. 


One unique project was carried out when several Peace River 
District Women’s Institutes sent soil to the Northwest Territories, 
to Tuktoyaktuk, so that our Women’s Institute there could plant 

a few window boxes of flowers or vegetables. 


All provincial units are working very closely with provincial 
federations of agriculture and provincial governments In promiting 


rural beautification programs. 


These achievements, indicative of programs being hares 0) 
every province, demonstrate a personal desire on the part of our 
members to maintain and enrich our lovely Canada. 
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“Women’s work is never done” - this old adage can be applied 

to “Making Canada Lovelier”. The Federated Women’s Institutes 
of Canada is determined that this program will be carried on 
long after centennial year with lasting results. 


True citizens must be proud of their communities and of their 
country. These communities, to be worthy of our pride, should 
reflect our attitude to beauty, cleanliness and efficiency. 
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NATIONAL CAPITAL COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENT

The National Capital Area Program of Community Improvement 
and beautification is actually like that of any village, town 
or city in Canada, for it is a composite of all these, and in 


the Final analysis it is the people of the villages, towns 
and cities who, through individual effort, can bring beauty back 
into their communities, and their lives. 


Nature gave us a most scenic and exciting land to live in. We 
have cut down our trees, many times unnecessarily. We have 

polluted our rivers and littered our streets. But its not yet 
too late for us to reclaim the beauty which is our inheritance. 


Everyone can participate in a beautification program, young and 
old, individual citizens, women’s organizations, men’s organiza- 
tions, our churches, our schools, Civic officials and most 
important the media. 


Sometimes we forget that the men and women of the Press, Radio, 


and Television, are human beings, with families and homes, who 
care about the appearance of their community. The same applies 
to Civic officials, and through all of us working together, each 
doing something, no matter how small, no matter how simple, 

an enthusiasm will grow that won’t be stopped, from planting 

a flower to laying out a park, from painting a house to 
beautifying a whole neighbourhood. These steps will seem 


easily and naturally taken, and it can be fun too, for all 
concerned. 


In the National Capital Area exciting things are beginning to 
happen.

Panel Reply-The implementation of these two Programs, as far as 
was known, could be worked out within the Commission. 
The idea seemed sound and would be recommended. 


A Speaker from Alberta mentioned the Community of St. Albert 
where the citizens have come up with a list of things 
they think are wrong with the appearance of their 
community. This is the only way they feel it is 
possible to really find out themselves enough to be 
able to plan action on Community Improvement projects. 


Panel Reply-The publications already in your hands and prepared 
by the Centennial Commission agree with that approach. 
The Call to Action bulletin clearly states the need 
for awareness as a prerequisite to decisions to carry 
our improvement projects. 


A Speaker from Quebec, in supporting a strong program of Rural 
Beautification, stressed that their success was due 
to the participation of many individuals and completion 
of many small projects which made up a significant 
total. The experience of the Quebec Rural Competitions 
was available to the Centennial Commission. 


A Speaker from Saskatchewan suggested more fitting and descr ip- 
tive signboards be raised at Centennial construction 
sites. If each architect and construction company 
were to ensure that interesting and fitting pictorial 
signs were erected at each construction site then even 
if the project were not comp leted in 1967, at least the 
visiting public could clearly visualize the scope of 
the completed project. He told the group how public 
awareness was stimulated in his business community 
by having a series of quiz photographs appear In the 
daily newspaper. These photos could show a smal | 
portion of the store front, perhaps an entrance or top of 
a doorway, roof decoration, so that the general public 
began to look about, up above the doorway and see the 
buildings in their total environment. Such public

from Ontario asked what could be done with demol ishec 
sites that were intended for construction after 1967: 
A panel member said that in some cities the modern 
use of machines and technology were put to use in 
creating an “instant pocket park”. These smal! but 
often beautiful green squares were created on top of 
the rubble of a demolishing building. A few layers 
of top soil, some large instant trees, a few flower 
beds and pedestrian benches and the “pocket park” was 
created, making a useful site until construction woul 
be commenced after 1967. Ottawa was cited by another 
Speaker as an example of this kind of use of land.

all community organizations such as Women’s 
Institutes, Federation of Agriculture, Canadian 
Legions, Junior Farmers, 4-H Clubs, School 
Trustees, etc., etc., in any non-incorporated 
community. A number of community organizations 
may join forces to enter this Competition but 
the division of the award money and its use will 
be the responsibility of the sponsoring organi- 
zation. 


e. Rural Cemetery Improvement Competition: this is 
open to all Rural non-profit Cemetery Organiza- 


tions - it is a Provincial Competition. Prizes 
are based on the greatest improvement in the 
appearance of the Cemetery. 


f. Prince Edward Island Tourist Association 
Competition: for operators, of Hotels, Motels, 
Tourist Courts, Cabins, Resorts, Tourist llomes, 
Restaurants, Camp Grounds, Tourist Attractions, 
and other Businesses catering to the Tourists. 


To ensure continuity to any Rural Beautification Program 
over the year, the Federal and Provincial governments 


should give shysical and financial assistance - with no 
strings attached. In Prince Edward Island it is 
necessary for our Society to receive a Provincial Govern- 
ment grant, and this would likely be so in other 


provinces. Our Society also has the co-operation of 
many business firms plus direct entry and/or membership 
fees. 


Competitions developed for this Centennial celebration 
should be such as to guarantee continuity for years 
after 1967. Thought should also be given to creating 
examples of a permanent nature. 


Presently, our Society is requesting suggestions from. 
any person in Prince Edward Island for a 1967 Centennial 
Project involving community or individual competitions 
or a Special Non-Competitive project to be carried out 
by the Society alone. We stress that the suggested 
projects should be of a relatively permanent nature. 
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Incentives: our experience has proven to us, that 
personal publicity, public recongition and money were 
the most attractive incentives that the Society could 
offer Rural Competitors. Publicity involves photograph 
slides and news reports of achievements, while Public 
Recognition involves the identification signs at gate 
ways and roadsides, and Money involves payment for a 

percentage of the costs involved in competitor’s beauti 
fication efforts. Money has proven to be much more of 
an incentive than prizes of silverware, cups, shields 

etc., etc, 


A great deal of time and energy goes into the condi- 
tioning of people to have them become aware of the fact 
that there is a very definite place in the program fo 
their participation. 


People too, must become more conscientious about and, 
show more pride in their properties. Examples_ of thig 


are very effective in providing incentives for those n 
already involved. It has been our experience over a 
years that this is the type of program which members of 
the Women’s Institutes, are keenly interested in. This 
interest and activity is now further strengthened with 
The Federated Women’s Institutes of Canada implementing 
a nation-wide program of “Make Canada Lovelier” 


Radio and Television must be used extensively-provine- | 
cially and nationally to show the reality of Canadians 
working together, instead of feeling confined to ones 
Own community, district, country or province. i 


In Prince Edward Island an Ornamental Tree Bonus Policy 
was introduced for the years of 1963 and 1964 - this 
was one tree paid for by customer, one given free by 
the Provincial Department of Agriculture with a limit 
of five per customer. The Division of Town Planning 
(Department) featured trees and shrubs available to 
Community Groups on a 50-50 basis not to exceed $100. 00 
in cost. This has been effective for the past twelve a 
years. q 


The Policy of the Department of Education of our provin 
offers up to a maximum of $50. per classroom for a Tree 
and Shrub Project. This Policy has been in effect 
during the last three years. 


Cash prizes have reached a high of six thousand dollars 
in 1964. This year they are four thousand dollars. 
Our estimated rural population of 60,000 people - the © 
contests which now cover all aspects of kural Beautifi- 
cation have drawn from a low of 121 contestants in 195 
to a high of 264 in 1964. Our Province is 140 miles 
long - 40 miles at its widest, 4 miles at its narrowest

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Mr. M.E. Ritcey - Nova Scotia 


I am pleased to bring greetings to 

you from Nova Scotia 
and try to tell you something about our Community 
Improvement Programs in municipalities and how they 
are being implemented. 


Nova Scotia is divided into 18 counties, and within 
these counties there are 39 municipalities, which 
include three cities along with the town and county 
municipalities. 


We have within our Province an organization called the 
Confederation Centennary Celebration Committee. This 
Committee consists of 15 members across the Province, 
working closely with the Federal and National Committee, 
with approximately 60 members in all. 


It might be of interest to know that Nova Scotia was 
the first province in Canada to pass a statute 
authorizing the creation of such a committee. Indeed 
our statute preceded the Federal statute in 1961. 
Eventually by 1963 the members of this body were 
appointed. 


One might think that Nova Scotia is organized to death 
and nothing else, but with giving everybody a part 

to play, makes it much easier to prepare for the 
birthday of Canada next year. Our Provincial Committee 
held its first meeting in the spring of 1963. At that 
meeting the Chairman in charge was appointed. 


The first duty of the Provincial Committee was to deal 
with local projects of lasting nature within the 
Federal-Provincial Centennial grants program. 


Also at the first meeting it was decided to urge the 
municipalities to set up their own Centennial Committee. 
And in the municipalities there are many groups of 
citizens, and the one I am personally interested in as 
Chairman, is the Nova Scotia kural Beautification 


Centennial Project. 


This project is sponsored by the Nova Scotia Federation 
of Agriculture and the Women’s Institutes of Nova Scotia. 
A joint Committee has been named, three from each 
organization, from which a chairman has been named, 

and a Secretary-Treasurer appointed. Our Provincial 
Government has been most generous 1n their support of 
this committee and has made available a grant of $10,000 
for last year, and $15,000 for 1966. 
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The project was initiated in 1964, realizing it would 
take a few years to reach our objective for Centennial 
year. 


The project operates on a competitive basis, and with 
provincial regulations applying to each county. The 
first two years of competition were confined to four 
classifications as follows: 


(1) Community Projects 

(2) Farm Homes & Buildings Improvements 

(3) Small Holdings Improvements 

(4) 4-H Club Members - either as individuals or Clubs 


Judging is done on a point system. 


In order to stimulate interest generally across the 
Province, two seminars were held, and each County is 
expected to organize joint Committees of Women’s 
Institutes and Federations of Agriculture. These 
Committees do the promotional work in their own countie: 
and are given a grant on which to operate, together witl 
a grant for the awarding of prizes and judging expenses 
The first year there were five counties participating, 
and this year there are thirteen committees functioning 
It is expected that about 200 individual and community 
projects will be entered in competition. 


As a special feature for Centennial Year, and in which 
it is hoped that all Counties will participate, we will 
have an additional classification for Century Homes or 
Holdings, that is, homesteads that have been in the sam 
family for over a hundred years or more. 


It is not intended that our project will end with 
Centennial Year, but that it will continue to be expand 
and promoted in the years to come. 


With many Departments of our Provincial Government, and 
Municipal Governments co-operating in the promotion of 
this project, as well as many private citizens, we are 
sure that our objective will be achieved to enhance the 
natural beauty of our Province. 


Our slogan is “Rural Beauty a Citizen’s Duty”. 
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Mr. G.C. Giannou - Newfoundland and Labrador 


From the beginning of our “Come Home Year” and 
Centennial planning, we were interested in organizing 


an effective program of beautification for our 
Province. 


Many types of clean-ups were frequently held, 
especially in the larger cities and towns, but they 
lasted only for a short time, and were forgotten soon 
after the allotted week had run its course. It was 
obvious to us from this, that a program of education 
was required to keep our citizens continually conscious 
of both clean-up and beautification. 


However, habits formed over long periods of time are 
most difficult to alter. Our problem was how to 
institute an educational program which would remain 
before our people every day. We realized that the 
full benefits of the program would not be achieved 
for some years, but without a start, no matter how 
small, we would never reach our goal. 


For implementation of such a long-range program we 
considered service clubs, church groups and voluntary 
committees as possible initiators. The first and 

most important task of such a group would be to 

impress upon our people the need not only to tidy up for 
a short space of time, but more important, to remain 
tidy and to instal! in people’s minds the necessity of 
continued improvement in the appearance of villages, 
cities, towns and the entire countryside. 


It was a relatively easy matter to think of the 
ingredients required to make up such a program. The 
most important questions appeared to be: 


Ue How best to institute a program that would have 
far-reaching and long-term effects? 


ee When such a program had been devised, what group 
of people could best put it to practical use? 


At this time, a Junior Red Cross worker visited my 
office asking for our Come Home Year Committee’s moral 
support for a clean-up campaign which they planned to 
have: twethe (City oP St. . John’s. We were only NE 
to support them in this undertaking. They went ahead 
and held a successful One Week campaign, organizing 
and financing it completely by themselves. This 
coincidence brought home Forcibly to me how active and 
efficient the members of the Junior Red Cross can be. 
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As a working force, they would have thirty-three ’ 
thousand young people throughout the Province availa 
as volunteer workers. Thirty-three thousand school 
children, an average of three to each home, would me 
that our program would be carried to ten thousand hor 
Many of our teachers would become workers for the 
program and many of the parents would be made aware « 
the activities of their children and of this beautif 
tion program. In fact, we would hope that parents we 
not only become aware of it, but would become active 
workers themselves.

Here, also, was the potential of a long-range educat 
program in beautification. If the children of to-da: 
become deeply involved in this program, we are confi 
that this interest and training will stand them in g 
stead when they become mature citizens of this count 


With this tought in mind, our Centennial Committee hi 
meetings with the Red Cross Officials to discuss the 
possibility of implementing this program. They were 
very receptive to the idea and agreed that a person 

should be employed to devote full time to program ors 
nization. 


We were very fortunate in securing the services of Mi 
Roma Paul to carry out this very important work. Mr: 
Paul has had considerable experience in working with 
the Junior Red Cross and already has this program we 
organized. About a month ago, Mrs. Paul made a very 
successful organizational trip to the western part oj 
Newfoundland. 


As an immediate project in our provincial beautifica 
program, our Committee has ordered Three Thousand Do 
worth of “Lupin” and “Fox Glove” seeds to be distribt 
to our towns and villages throughout the Province. 
These seeds will be planted along the roadsides by tl 
young people of the Junior Red Cross. 


By now you may have the impression that our beautifit 
tion program is being left entirely to teenagers. TI 
is not the case. 


Our beautification and clean-up program is in fact, 

being promoted by over two hundred Committees, consis 
of two thousand volunteer workers throughout the Pro: 
vince. The size of these committees is governed by 7 
size of the community. Each committee is composed 01 
sub-committees, one of which deals with beautificati« 
and clean-up. These beautification sub-committees 

promote and encourage the painting of homes and buil 
tree planting, and general tidying-up of both private 
and public property within the communities. : 


J 
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Our Provincial Department of Highways has also been 
incorporated into our overall effort and they are to 
play a very important role in the progress of our 
program, especially in the cleaning away of derelict 
car wrecks which are a particular problem along some 
of our Newfoundland highways. 


We have gained valuable support in our efforts from 

a local paint manufacturer. This large firm has 
circulated colour designs to all hotels, motels and 
registered tourist homes, to assist them in devising 
attractive and matching colour schemes. This is only 
one example of many private concerns having assisted 
us in this work. Our Newspapers, Radio and Television 
Stations have also thrown their extensive influence 
behind our efforts. This type of support is extremely 
beneficial. 


Our whole program has now progressed to a point where 
our Provincial Committee is looking forward to the 
successful operation of our beautification, clean-up 
and educational campaign, with confidence and optimism. 


The Panel Discussion included other comments of a similar nature but the 
period allotted for Panel was exhausted while the question session remained 
active.

There is, | think, only one way to suitably summarize this 
Seminar, highly successful. 

The turnout of delegates, | understand, was greater than 
expected, and the quality of speeches and discussions indicates that 
many Canadians are more than interested in Community Improvement; they 
are informed. 

Today we have heard from the Secretary of State,the support 
we who are interested in this program can expect from the Federal 
Government, and what the Centennial Commission has done and will do to 
support projects undertaken.

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SEMINAR CONCLUDING BANQUET 
SPEAKER 


Professor Anthony Emery 
University of Victoria, B.C. 


One of the most outstanding features, for me, of this important 
and extremely well organized seminar has been the information implicit 
in the reports from the representatives of all the provinces of Canada 
from sea to sea. These reports, it seems to me, have been of the greatest 
benefit in defining with great precision the issues with which the 
Community Improvement Plan is concerned. The problem now emerges quite 
clearly and may be stated as follows: Somehow we must manage to get as 
many of the advantages of the Industrial Revolution as we can without 
paying too big a price in squalor, in inconvenience and in the dehumani- 
zation of our environment. 

It is important, as the Secretary of State and the Commissioner 
made clear this morning, to see this problem as a continuing one whose 
solution will need unflagging application and constant vigilance. 

If this is the problem what may be said to be the solutions? 
May | suggest that the road may lie by the way of two parallel routes, 
one negative, one positive. Negatively one may proceed by means of 
statutes, decrees and by-laws. One cannot of course decree Beauty but 
it is well within Federal, Provincial and Municipal power to control the 


spread of preventible squalor. The prohibition of litter on the highways 


is backed up by punitive fines. Why not Senttar seein oo Nee tose gee 


< ae ? 
would produce more permanent and massive disfigurement of the landscape: 
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The other route, more congenial to those brought up in 
democracy, is a positive one provided by Education. This education, 
informal, a lifelong general education beginning in childhood and centre 


on the home. The aim of this education is to make the child aware of 


7 tid 


its environment both natural and man-made and to cultivate an “eye 
for good design. If this should sound impossibly idealistic let me 
instance the example of the Scandinavian countries, of Switzerland and 
of Holland where the general level of popular taste in the design of the 
total environment from the kitchen furniture to the grouping of building 
about open spaces is a level to which few university graduates in other 
countries can aspire. 

Which brings me to my second route, that of formal education 
in school and university. This must have two aims. |. The education 
of the Expert: the designer-artist-architect-engineer. In this depart- 
ment we can do with all the Michaelangelos and Leonardos that the 
graduate schools can produce. 2. School and university have the task 
of cultivating in our future citizens what the I8th century called 
“sensibility”. They must be made aware of the existence of a visual 
vocabulary that enables the visually literate to “read” beauty and 
squalor in their environment. This can be taught to and learned by 
everyone. Only a culture rooted firmly in a people educated in this way 
is likely to prove durable and healthy. Out of the mass that is so edu- 
cated should emerge a new breed of patron. Imagine a situation in which 
all corporation executives or Aldermen, all those involved in the commis 
sioning of vast architectural projects, were possessed of this kind of 


visual awareness. It is a noble vision but an attainable one if we took 
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the trouble and spared no time or effort. For those who have left 
behind them the school, the university, a valuable “in-service” aesthetic 
training could still be given under university extension or art gallery 
auspices. 

If all this sounds like too much trouble consider for one 
moment the prize at the end of the road. If one could not guarantee 
beauty everywhere at least a clean and handsome functionality might be 
within our grasp along with a provision of significant spaces and some 
elegant amenity in our environment. And this remember would not be 
for the Few, not for some wealthy and privileged elite, but for everybody. 

What are the chances of carrying off this glittering prize? 
| must believe that they are good, and not only because | am by nature 
optimistic. All ideas have to begin somewhere, sometime. It may be 
worth recalling that such widely accepted notions as humanitarianism, 
political and social democracy, female suffrage, and community welfare 
are all of comparatively recent growth. Is it too much to hope that the 
second half of the 20th century may go down in history as the era of the 
awakening of universal aesthetic sensibilities? 

Some such awakening is surely implicit in seminars such as this; 
in the beautification program under the highest possible sponsorship in 


the United States; in the growing interest of Federal, Provincial and 


Municipal bodies in these questions, but all it seems to me in the young 


people of Canada today finds expression in such things as the Alfresco 


mural explosion and by the fact that more good young artists are working 


today than Canada has produced in all her history. 
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With encouragement then by government at all levels, with 
the support - already evident here and there - of corporations big and 
small, with the kind of education | have outlined and with the example 
of every citizen who takes these matters seriously from the humblest 
householder to the loftiest executive perhaps our ship, borne on the 
rising tide of youthful enthusiasm, will come safe to harbour. 

Canadians have never lacked for courage when the issues were 
made plain. I! am optimistic that this battle will be won if we never 
let up. We must encourage our children, our friends, our community by 
precept and example. We must see that the environmental issues are 
made - and kept - into an important political tissue over which votes 
can be won and lost. In Canada we have something worth fighting for in 
the shape of still lovely land. We must not let it go by default. |

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CONCLUSION 


The second national Seminar on Community Improvement was held 
on Friday April 22nd at the Chateau Laurier in Ottawa with M. Paul 
Vaillancourt acting as Chairman. The attendance of nearly 300 delegates 
exceeded expectations and was much more than double the number present at 
the June 1965 Seminar, which was the first national Seminar ever held on 
this subject in Canada. The delegates.to Seminar '66 came from each of 
the Provinces and represented Federal and Provincial Governments, Munici- 
palities, many Private sector organizations, Professional Associations 
and individuals interested in and enthusiastic about Community Improvement. 


A very exciting change is taking place in Canada. For the first 
time, on a national scale, Canadians are becoming concerned with the way 
this country looks. There is support for the Community Improvement Program 
and Projects that promise action for improvement. From the Seminar delegates 
and from the Panel discussions, came reports about much that has been 
accomplished. Under the impetus of the Centennial the momentum is building 
up for much greater accomplishments. There is a challenge for both public 
and private action in this war on the poverty of our man-made surroundings, 
in the certainty that the quality of the Canadian environment should 
reflect our progress as a nation and is vital to the future well being of 
all our citizens. The Centennial gives impetus to this realization. 


The Secretary of State, the Honourable Judy LaMarsh, addressed 
the opening session of Seminar ’66, calling on Canadians across the land 
to become aware of the opportunities for a brighter, cleaner, more 
attractive Canada. John Fisher said “More perhaps than any other Centen- 
nial Project, the Community Improvement Program demands the broadest 
participation by all Canadians. To accomplish this, we must try to make 


every Canadian aware of his surroundings so that he develops an intole- 


rance for things that are ugly and a fresh appreciation of things that 
are attractive. What better Centennial Project.” 


The morning concluded with a 60 minute “Shock treatment” audio- 
visual presentation: “The Centennial Commission Reviews The Commun ity 
Improvement Program.” This presentation used a Fast paced comb ination 
of sound films, tape recordings, and dual projection colour slides 
combined with live commentary to tell the story of the need for Commun ity 
Improvement and how under the impetus of the Centennial an effective 
Program is being developed. 


As delegates left the Seminar at noon a specially prepared 
Delegates Kit was given to each. This Kit, with twelve different pieces 
of information material on Community Improvement, included the First 
release of the”Action Bulletin” produced by the Centennial Commission as 
the prelude to the series of Community Improvement Manuals, as He as 
some excellent illustrated publications from the private sector. : 
visual image of the Community Improvement Program was evident in a 


material related to the Seminar. 
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A short film on Farmstead Reautification in Quebec and a 


colour slide commentary of Quebec rural beautification competitions open 
the afternoon session. 


In a “National Information and Reporting” session, -epresentati: 
from Saskatchewan, Ontario, and New Brunswick then dealt with the imple- 
mentation stage of the Program in their respective Provinces, and tn 


different fields. 


The Federated Womens’ Institutes of Canada, the National Capita 
Area Comuaunity Improvement Committee, and the Newfoundland Red Cross 
organized isolated community improvement programs were discussed separat 
by three Women Delegates. 


A panel having representatives from British Columbia, Alberta, 
Manitoba, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland concluded ft 
afternoon sessions. This panel of six Provincial Specialists moderated 
by the Seminar Chairman, covered the varying aspects of Community Impro- 
vement and provided a forum allowing the general participation of all 
Delegates. Delegates frequently referred to the rising countrywide 


interest in this Program. The need for further information and guidance 
material from the Centennial Commission was emphasized as the pre-requis 
to success. Community Improvement as a national effort, supported by 


the Centennial Commission and of great significance to Canada was 
solidly endorsed. 


The reports from delegates and the conclusions reached from the 
sessions indicated a surge of interest in Community lmprovement across 
Canada. It was shown that Canadians want action and are ready to get 
behind programs and projects that promise this action. There is an 
urgent need for the kind of direction and leadership being shown by the 
partnership of the Centennial Commission and Provinces for Community 
Improvement. The commitment of community leadership to the task is also 
essential, but it is realized that it is the individual citizen who must 
be alerted, informed and responsive to such reason. The delegates 
Firmly endorsed the Community Improvement Program as the one that can 
involve and benefit every citizen and the one therefore most appropriate 
as a Centennial Project of lasting value. 


Seminar '66 was successful in its primary objective, that is 
to receive information from the Provinces and pave the way for implemen- 
tation of a national Community Improvement Program. In fact, the succes: 


of the Seminar and the surge of interest in the Program becoming 
apparent from across the country is much greater than was originally 
anticipated and will place heavy demands on the Centennial Commission for 
information, Kanuals and other material and for the overall direction of 
the Program. i 
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The Honourable Judy LaMiarsh said at the opening of Seminar '66 
"The physical appearance of a nation is a witness to the generations vee 
come, of what life the nation has led; it is the heritage a nation leaves 
behind.” The concept of Centennial impetus for the improvement and 
beautification of Canada as a new national goal has the power of an idea 
whose time has come. 


A reception for Delegates preceded the banquet concluding the 
Community Improvement Seminar '66. Professor Anthony Emery of the 
University of Victoria gave an informative and entertaining after-dinner 
talk on the task of education as one important means towards achieving 
a better environment for Canadians.
